1 . This action is responsive to communications: Amendment, filed on 10/7/2004. 
This action is final. 

2. Claims 11-28 are pending in this application. Claims 11, 21 and 26 are 
independent claims. In the Amendment, filed on 10/7/2004, claims 1-10 were canceled, 
and claims 1 1-28 were added. 

This application claims foreign priority dated 12/24/1999. 

3. The present title of the invention is "Method for interactive construction pf virtual 
3D circuit models"" as filed originally. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 1 recites the limitation "the list" in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 21 recites the limitation "the list" in line 5. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 26 recites the limitation "the list" in line 5. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

As per claims 11,21 and 26, the disclosure of invention does not talk about a list. 
It is unclear where the list is resided and how it is presented in a CAD system. See In re 
Steele, 305 F.2d 859,134 USPQ 292 (CCPA 1962). 
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Claims 12-20, 22-25 and 27-28 are rejected because they are depended on the 
rejected claims.
